The Kings Mountain Baptist Association met in its eighteenth annual 
session with the Patterson Springs Baptist Church, 9:30 A. M., Oct. 9, 1930.

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BIBLICAL RECORDER 

The Biblical Recorder is our denominational paper and every authordox 
Baptist ought to read the Recorder. What would you think of a doctor 
who does not read his medical journal or the lawyer who does not keep 
up with the latest decisions of the court? You would consider both of 
them back numbers and you would hardly employ either if you could get 
q another. In the Kings Mountain Association we have in round numbers 

11,000 members in our 41 churches. Out of this great host we have about 
750 subscribers to the Biblical Recorder, our denominational guide. In 
this 11000 members we have represented at least 3000 homes and about 
20 pastors and 40 superintendents of our Sunday schools. The Recorder 
1 has about one subscriber to every 4 or 5 homes, and 15 pastors are sub- 

scribers and 17 Sunday school superintendents. Is it any wonder that when 
we as a denomination want to present any matter to' our people we have to 
go to each church and to each individual member in person for we cannot 
reach them any other way. It would be interesting, I am sure, to know 
just how many deacons and other leaders read the Recorder. It ought to 
be, that before a church elects any member to be a leader of any depart- 
ment, required that this member be versed in denominational affairs and 
unless he reads our state paper he cannot be conversant with the affairs of 
our denomination. Each church ought to have a member appointed to be 
representative for our paper and it ought to be his duty to see that each 
family reads a copy each week of the Recorder. What applies to the Re- 
corder will apply to our other religious papers, Charity and Children, Home 

and Foreign Fields, and so on.

“The Lord hath 
done wonderously, whereof we are glad,” for surely it has been His guid- 
ance that has made this report possible. 

The highest honor that has ever been bestowed upon man was when 
God chose him to be the instrument for bringing about His Kingdom the 
keenest joy that comes to man is the result of having given himseld un- 
tiringly to Kingdom service. The sublimest fellowship known to man is 
that which exists between a child and his Heavenly Father as they walk 
together and talk together about the Kingdom and its work. 

Our women are realizing more and more the 1 meaning of these words 
and are giving unselfishly of their time, their talent and their money to 

the work of the W. M. U. . A 

The success of the work of the W. M. U. in the King s Mountain Asso- 
ciation is largely due to the untiring efforts of our beloved Superintendent, 
Mrs. Jno. MaCaster, who for ten years has served in this capacity and has 
seen it grow from 37 organizations to 82. She has had the hearty coopera- 
tion of the Divisional Superintendents. From each division comes the re- 
port that most excellent work has been accomplished through their efforts. 

In Mission Study, the keynote of our success, our women are beginning 
to awajken tof the fact that a large part of the work of the W. M. U. must 
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be educational.. While some progress has been made, the future has in 
store for us a far richer harvest, if we will use our opportunities. 

Personal service has become a very important phase of our work. Our 
women realize more each day the necessity as well as the joy of participat- 
ing in this work. Surely there was never a time when the opportunities 
were greater. The general depression over the country has brought starv- 
ing humanity to our doors and as we feed the hungry bodies, we may also 
feed the sin-sick souls. 

The season of prayer for Home, Foreign and State Missions have been 
observed in most of our churches, bringing much uplift and inspiration to 
all attending them. Enlistment has been emphasized, with the result 
that many active workers have been enlisted during the year. 

A record of the past year's work reads as follows: Total No. of or- 
ganizations, 82; New societies, 20; No. of societies doing personal work, 
72; No. of mission study classes, 62; No. of societies observing weeks of 
prayer, 58; No. of tithers, 144; No. of subscriber to Home and Foreign 
Fields, 40; to royal service, 185; to the window, 32; to World Comrades, 
54; to the Biblical Recorder, 215; Points made on the standard of excel- 
lence, 9; contributions, $7,261.12. 

The superintendent's personal report reads: Letters written, 354; 
Cards, 212; Societies visited, 34; Meetings held, 38; Talks made, 42. 

Our Associational meeting was held with the Double Springs church 
Aug. 28-29. This was said to have been one of the best meetings ever 
held. 368 delegates and visitors registered during the meeting. At this 
time it was decided to change the number of divisions from six to five. Of- 
ficers for the year are: Supt. — Mrs. Jno. MaCaster, Jr.; Supt. — Mrs. W. 
F. Hamrick; Sec.-Treas. — Mrs. H. C. Royster; Divisional Leaders, No. 1 — 
Mrs. W. E* Furcron; No. 2 — Mrs. J. C. Dodd; No. 3 — Mrs. Robt. Cline; No. 
4 — Mrs. M. A. Jolly; No. 5 — Mrs. C. R. Sprangler. 

Our greatest need as I see it, is trained leaders, women who are will- 
ing to “give of their best", their time and their talents in the Master’s 
service. In the busy rush of the times we fail to realize “the boys and 
girls of today are the men and women of tomorrow." How can they take 
their places in the world and in the church if they are not properly trained? 

We are asking the pastors to cooperate with the superintendent and lo- 
cal officers as they plan their work for another year, praying especially 
that our women may catch a vision of the opportunities that lie before us, 
realizing the power of Him, who said “all power is given unto me" is at 
our command.

On motion to adopt this report, Mrs. Liles called on Mrs. John Wacas- 
ter, Association superintendent, to lead in the discussion. Mrs. Wacaster 
earnestly urged a more active co-operation on the part of pastors and church 
leaders in promoting the work of the women. She used some very sugges- 
tive comparisons. The 400,000 white Baptists of North Carolina, including 
the W. M. U. workers, gave to all mission work last year $795,000, an aver- 
age of nearly $2 each; but the 47,000 W. M. U. members gave $348,183 of 
this amount, an average of $7.40 each. Should all of our members have done 
as well our entire contributions would have amounted to almost $3,000,000! 

L. L. Jessup stressed the worthwhileness of this work in promoting the 
things of God’s kingdom. 

Report adopted. 

The report on Mills Home was read by Bro. Jessup and adopted after 
J. A. McMillan, of the Home, had spoken and most ably and impressively 
laid the Christian obligation to the widow and the orphan on our hearts. 
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MILLS HOME 

“Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, to visit 
the fatherless and the widows in their afflictions, and to keep himself un- 
spotted from the world.” Thus does the writer James place the care of, 
and the attention of orphan children upon those who would live a conscien- 
tious Christian life in the sight of God, the Father. 

In our Children’s Homes at Thomasville and Kinston we have beauti- 
ful examples of how this spirit of love and Christian watchcare has been 
administered by the Baptists of our state in the interest of God’s helpless 
little ones. These homes have been established not only in a physical way, 
but have become firmly fixed in the life of our people. They have become 
^ a part of the very life-blood which flows through the veins of every Bap- 

tist in the state. In fact, how could we call ourselves loyal Baptists with- 
out a very real and personal interest in the Mills Home and the Kennedy 
Home? 

In spite of. the fundamental importance of our orphanage work, how- 
ever, there is right now a challenging situation confronting us. There is 
pressing upon these institutions the burden of debt for current expenses. 
In other words, the eighty conscientious men and women who are devotig 
their lives to the care of nearly 700 children are handicapped in their work 
because of the limited resources with which we are furnishing them. We 
claim ours as one of the greatest Associations in the State Convention, 
but yet we have churches which have reported so far this year as failing in 
that which God says is a demonstration of good religion. This deficiency 
cannot be entirely laid upon the doorsteps of the pastors of these churches. 
However, our pastors should be interested enough in the welfare of our 
orphan children to interest their churches in taking some steps to help 
provide for them. An average of fifty cents per year from each of our 
members would more than take care of our proportionate part of the sup- 
port of the orphanage. Cannot we say with the Apostle Paul that as we 
abound in other things, we will abound in this grace also. 

We would recommend that all of our churches provide some systematic 
method of taking regular offerings during the year for the benefit of the 
Orphanage, and to especially observe the Thanksgiving offering, making 
it as generous as possible. 

We would also recommend that all our Sunday Schools subscribe to 
Charity and Children, and place a liberal supply in the hands of their mem- 
bers every Sunday. 

We would further recommend that our Sunday School Association de- 
vise some suitable method of presenting the work of the Orphanage during 
November, and emphasize the Thanksgiving offering.

The report on State Missions was read by W. E. Furcron, and signed by 
the members of the committee. 

STATE MISSIONS 

North Carolina Baptists are this year completing one hundreds years 
of organized effort. At the very beginning our fathers made plans for 
evangelizing North Carolina. If the record of these one hundred years 
were examined, it would be found that many of our strong and generous

churches in the leading towns and centers of the state, were organized and 
planted through the sacrificial labors of faithful state missionaries. 

Sometimes we hear the idea advanced that soon we will have finished 
the job of State Mission and that all the needy and promising fields will 
be occupied. But with ever changing conditions and the rapid growth of 
the state in industrialism, in good roads, in public education, in the rapid 
shift of the population from the country to the town and city, there comes 
with every new generation new opportunities and new responsibilities for 
evangelizing and saving our own people. 

In the percentage division of our Co-operative funds, State Missions 
receives twenty cents out of the dollar. In addition to this, all funds giv- 
en through the Sunday Schools on State Mission Day, the last Sunday in 
October, goes to State Missions as an extra amount. 

This year there are egihty-four missionaries in the employ of the 
Board, serving about one hundred and fifty churches. The Board is 
caring for the Sunday School, W. M. U., B. Y. P. U. and Student Work. 
This year we took the Indian Work among the Indians in Robeson County 
and the Cherokee Work in Swain County. 

The task is greater and the need is more imperative today than when 
our fathers began the work one hundred years ago. We hope every pastor 
will preach on State Missions during October, which is State Mission month 
throughout the South, and that every Sunday School will put on the State 
Mission program the last Sunday in October. Our Board is heavily handi- 
capped with a debt, and every church and Sunday School is urged to have 
a worthy part in this great state-wide effort to lift the burden from our 
State Mission work. 

Pending adoption this report was spoken to by Bro. Furcron, giving 
some personal experiences and ob'<e r v:* lions in State Mission work. 

Report adopted. 

The report on Home Missions, signed by the Committee, was read by 
D. F. Putnam. 


HOME MISSIONS 

The Home Mission Board is the Southwide agency through v/hich 
Southern Baptists are doing their Home Mission work. The field of operation 
for this Board is the territory of the Southern Baptist Convention, the four 
Western Provinces of Cuba and the Canal Zone. 

The work is divided into the following departments: Direct and Inde- 
pendent Missions, including work among the Foreigners, Indians, and 
City Mission work, with Dr. J. W. Beagle as Superintendent; Mountain Mis- 
sions and Schools including evangelism, industrial centers and Mountain 
Schools, with Dr. J. W. O’Hara as Superintendent; Mission work in Cuba 
with Dr. M. N. McCall as Superintendent; Mission to the Jews, with Rev. 
Jacob Gartenhaus as Missionary; Mission work in Panama and Canal Zone, 
with Stephen Witt, as Superintendent; Mission Study with Mrs. Una Rob- 
erts Lawrence as Director; W. M. U. Field work with Miss Emma Leach- 
man as Feld Worker; Church Building Loan Department with the Execu- 
tive Secretary as Superintendent and Rev. Geo. F. Austin as Field Repre- 
sentative. 

The work for the ensuing year was laid out on the receipts of last 
year which was $439,754.76. The Board set apart $250,000 to be paid 
on interest and principal of debt. This necessitates a reduction in the num- 
ber of Missionaries, but all the fields are maintained not withstanding the 
reduction of the personnel. The Board has set itself to the task of paying 
debts, with a determination to stay out of debt when these are paid. Since 
September, 1928, it has paid in interest and principal $713,987.57. 

Last year we had 168 workers and they baptized 2,219 persons, an av- 
erage} of thirteen per worker, which was a fine showing when we take into 
consideration that they worked among a class that is so different from our 
own people. 
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Our people should realize the vital importance just now of our Home 
Mission work. Cities are growing* rapidly. Industrial centers are spring- 
ing up almost over night. The tide of imigration is turning toward the 
South. All of these things create a real need for Home Missions. Our 
task is to mobilize our home forces for world conquest. A saved home land 
will make possible in a great measure the saving the world. Let us renew 
our efforts in helping to lead our varied Home Mission enterprises to a 
glorious success for him who hath redeemed us and sent us to make deciples 
for all nations. 

“He who saves his Homeland saves all

BAPTIST HOSPITAL

Our Baptist hospital located at Winston-Salem and managed by Bro. 
G. T. Lumpkins is one of the great institutions of North Carolina Baptists. 

During its more than six years ministry of healing, it has never turn- 
ed down a patient on account of his or her poverty. 

It has proven to be one of our most effective agencies, enabling us to 
carry out the three-fold ministry of Jesus. For Jesus went about teaching, 
preaching and healing. We as Baptists are now trying in some small way 
to carry out the great program of Jesus. 

This institution needs our sympathy, prayers and financial help in or- 
der for it to fulfill its great mission in helping and healing the people of 
our state and denominations. 

D. G. WASHBURN, For Committee. 

Pending adoption the report was discussed by Bro. Washburn, who 
pointed out that our hospital work is our combined effort to carry out Jesus’ 
program of healing the sick. W. H. Wall gave a sketch of his personal ex- 
periences in the Baptist Hospital. 

The report was then adopted. 

Miss Mamie Haggard, of the South Mountain Industrial Institute, was 
recognized, and by special invitation spoke on the work being done there. 
The Institute ministers, especially to those who are destitute financially and 
neglected mentally. On motion a free-will offering, amounting to $40.25. 
was made and turned over to Miss Haggard to aid in the work of the Insti- 
tute. 

The Committee on Application of Wallace Grove Church for member- 
ship in our body reported through D. F. Putnam. After considerable dis- 
cussion the report was re-referred to the committee with the addition of Z. R. 
Walker, Sammie Green, D. F. Hord, and W. C. Blanton to its number. 
Final action is to be taken tomorrow. 

The Moderator directed attention to a deficit of $7.50 in account of last 
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year’s Minute Fund. After adjournment this amount was handed in and 
turned over to those meeting the deficit.

REPORT OF B. Y. P. U. IN KING’S MOUNTAIN ASSOCIATION 

The Baptist Young People’s Union, the Training Service of the 
Church, is becoming more pre-eminent in the minds and interest of all 
the Churches in the Association each year. The emphasis on this De- 
partment by our Churches is becoming pronounced each year. This is 
shown by the gains in numbers, the efficiency of the organization and the 

results from this Church branch. . . , 

This organization seeks to carry out the injunction m Second limotny 
— 2:15 — “Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word of Truth.” _ 

The Association is well organized into an Associational B. Y. P. U. 
organization, with the following officers: President, Mrs. Holly Ledford; 
Vice-President, Cary Walker; Secretary-Treasurer, Hugh Harrill; Choister, 
Horace Easom; Pianist, Willoree Calton; Junior-Intermediate Leader, Lib- 
by McCurry. The Association is organized into four divisions, with the 
following District Chairman: No. 1 — Dorcas Walker; No. 2 — Grady Fran- 
cis; No. 3 — C. C. Walker; No. 4 — Mrs. Hal Miller. 

Thirty-six of the forty-one Churches in the Association now have the 
B. Y. P. U. Department. Our goal during the next twelve months is to 
organize Unions in each of the five remaining Churches. . 

There are 23 Junior Unions, 24 Intermediate Unions, 35 Senior Un- 
ions and 5 Adult in the Association. This gives us a total of 887 B. i. P. 

There is 1 Primary and 1 Baby Union which are 
not recognized by the Standardization Committee of our Board. \V e be- 
lieve these Unions will average around 20 enrolled to the Unions. _ this 
means that there are over 1,800 in the B. Y. P. U.’s of our Association 
which meet each week and train in doctrines of the Bible, Missions, and 
other things which make us better and more efficient working Christians. 
The training in speaking, singing, making posters, presiding, Bible Bead- 
ing, Personal Work, Study Courses, and other things is preparing a body oi 
Christians in the King’s Mountain Association which will help move Christ s 
Kingdom forward in a great way throughout the world. . . 

There are now 12 General Organizations in the Association, which 
means the last letter in B. Y. P. U. Organization. Ten new Unions, so lai 
as we can find out have been organized during the past year, almost 1 cai i 

We ask your earnest prayers, loyalty, co-operation, interest and whole- 
hearted support of this marvelous Department during the coming year.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

The Sunday school is the chief educational agency of the local church. 
Here are laid the foundation stones of the Christian life. Here habits and 
attitudes are formed that will determine our future destiny. The largest 
number of people, old and young, touched by Christian teachers are found 
in the Sunday school. In the Baptist Sunday schools of the South there 
are nearly three million pupils. Last year in North Carolina there were 

Wlt ?l a mem bership of 346,639. Our association as 41 schools 
with iO, 500 pupils enrolled. A wonderful opportunity is here placed in 
e hands of teachers and leaders to enlist the people of our churches in 
the educational, missionary and benevolent ministry of the churches 

Much has been done by our churches to reach the multitudes in our 
southland and still they cry unto us for leadership. There are 5,000,000 
white people in our towns and cities not enrolled in any Sunday school 
There are more than 15,000,000 white rural people in our territory not 
enrolled m any Sunday school. Just how many of these are Baptist 
possibilities no one can say. They are in the field. Millions of them do 
not belong to any church. A part of these unreached millions are in our 
Association and within reach of our churches. They are our responsibility 
Surely God would have us go after them. 

Great Sunday schools build great churches. It has a definite aim and 
purpose. Words cannot show the Sunday school in its present character or 
measure its power as an instrument in the hands of God to save the nation 
m this day of lust for money, power and things of the world, with the 
consequent lessening of interest in things spiritual. 

The Sunday school is an agency in the local church that may be used 
for many things It can be utilized to find the church constituency to 
bring m the unlisted, to visit the sick, to train workers, and to provide 
great preaching congregations and to win the lost. We must not fonret 
that after all the mam business of the Sunday school is to teach the h nnfc 
of the church to the members of the church and to all who can be brought 
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into the church. We should use our Sunday schools to scatter the Word 
of God which is its text book, to broadcast it in every town and village and 
through out the rural districts every where. 

There is no doubt about our duty to build great churches, enlarge our 
schools and colleges, to build hospitals and homes of healing, advance our 
Missionary causes and extend the reach of our ministry. We should endow 
all these, give to them of our little or of our wealth. But, we must not 
forget to teach the book that says: “For God so loved thei world, that He 
gave his only begotten Son that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, put have everlasing life”. To do this effective North Carolina Bap- 
tists maintain a Department of Sunday School work in Raleigh, N. C. Per- 
ry Morgan is Secretary, Miss Gladys Beck, Elementary Secrteary; and L. 
L. Morgan, field worker. 

We commend to the churches of our Association the workers and the 
program of our State Sunday School Department. We urge them to adopt 
and use the methods suggested and offered by them in promoting Sunday 
School work in the churches and the Association.

Wal- 
lace Hartsell and C. J. Black also discussed some features of this report.

REPORT ON “OLD MINISTERS RELIEF” 

Some of us believe that the ministers of the gospel, who has become 
disabled by giving his life to the ministry, is worthy of financial support in 
his last years, when he is not sought by the churches. 

The United States Government when men have been in their employ- 
ment a certain number of years, allow them to retire with a regular in- 
come for the balance of their lives. This pay for these employees is taken 
out of the tax of the people who are able to work. If a man who has give 
the best of his life to the Government service or to some business firm is 
worthy of financial support in his old days, how much more is a man who 
has been a soldier of the Cross of our Lord and Master. .

THE REPORT THAT FOLLOWS WAS READ BY G. P. ABERNE1 HY 

TEMPERANCE AND PUBLIC MORALS 


Wherever a representative group of Christian base met tor worship and 
council since the first colonies settled in America, the question of teinpei-

ance and public morals has been before them. Since the first Association 
of our Baptist Churches was organized some 200 years ago, these subjects 
have ever been before them. In all the State Conventions throughout the 
country and in our Southern and Northern Convetions, a prominent place 
has always been given these reports. Just 100 years ago the Baptist 
State Covention of N. C. was organized and from then until now our State 
Convention has consistently and persistently urged the passing of prohibi- 
tion laws and enforcing them. 

Our first successes came some 35 years ago when we succeeded in 
getting bills passed forbidding the manufacture and sale of whiskey near 
churches and schools. Twenty-two years ago by more than 40,000 majority 
this state voted to prohibit the manufacture and sale of whiskey anywhere 
in the state, a few years later the Webb-Kenyan bill was passed in the 
Congress of the U. S. forbidding transportation of whiskey from a wet 
state into a dry state. Our people kept on praying, our preachers kept on 
preaching, noble statesmen kept on working until public sentiment became 
so strong against this evil of the ages till the greatest of all our accomplish- 
ments, and one of the greatest of all laws ever passed by civilized man 
was realized, namely, the 18th Amendment, which forbids the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors anywhere in the U. S., and the Volstead law 
which provides machinery for the enforcement was ratified by 45 of the 
48 states of the union. 

So far as law is concerned, our entire country is “bone dry”. The 
loud and frantic cries through the dry and parching throats of a wet minor- 
ity are but a testimony that the law is quite effective. However, we had 
as well face the fact that our work is not done. The liquor forces have 
shown surprising strength in a gigantic effort to come back. And the battle 
is right now upon us as to whether we shall conserve the accomplishments 
of the ages or loose all by sleeping at the post in this crucial hour. 

As to public morals, the most serious tendency among us is changing 
God's Holy Sabbath from a day of Worship to a day of pleasure seeking, 
picnicing and a general big time by a very large percent of any citizenship.

In the discussion pending adoption Bro. Abernethy and several others 
spoke with decided conviction of the good results attained by Federal pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic, and called for increased respect for law and for 
those who represent law and law enforcement. Recent largely attended pub- 
lic celebrations in our own county attest strongly in favor of prohibition 
measures. 

The report was adopted by unanimous rising vote. 

Miscellaneous Business: D. F. Putnam called attention to the plan of 
holding Fellowship Week Services in all our churches at an early date. The 
body voted its approval of the plan. 

Through its chairman the Committee on Application of Wallace Grove 
Church for Membership laid the application before the Association without 
recommendation. The committee was released. On motion of J. B. Davis, 
the Association voted to receive this church into its fellowship. The right- 
hand of welcome and fellowship was extended by the Moderator to the pas- 
tor and delegates of the church. 

A committee consisting of Wallace Hartsell, W. A. Elam, and D. G. 
Washburn was named to prepare an Order of Business for the session of next 
year. 

The Committee on Time, Place, and Preachers for next session reported 
as follows:

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Place: Zion Baptist Church, six miles North of Shelby.

The boy or girl can meet the classics of litera- 
ture and the solution of problems of the higher mathematics anywhere; but 
Christ-in-education can be met only in the daily living of the Christian 
teacher and fellow-pupil.

Therefore, whether facing the inescapable altel n 1 ^ t ^ e ^ Snorted 
fidelity, social modernism, or an ever-expanding P l °g 
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and controlled education, North Carolina Baptists and Southern Baptists 
can ill afford to relinquish their leadership in this most stratigic era of 
Christian Education; but, they should, yea, they shall arise to the rescue 
and to an honorable and worthy support of a great, challenging Christian 
education program comparable to the new and staggering demands not for 
less, but for vastly more emphasis on the religious training of a new genera- 
tion of moral and spiritual giants who shall go up at once and possess the 
land. 

And, the promised fulfillment of this prophecy already shows signs 
of early realization, when it is remembered that all of our schools that 
are prepared to adequately provide for the welfare of our fine boys and 
girls have greatly increased student bodies this year over that of last year, 
and that in the face of all but universally depressing conditions. 

Wherefore, your committee covets this means of urging this associa- 
tion that it go on record as requesting all of our churches and all of our 
people everywhere the necessity and the eternal rewards for religiously 
training the youths in the home; the incalculable importance of fostering 
in all of our churches worthy programs of Christian teaching and training 
for our saved youth; and the Macedonian challenge to united prayer, con- 
secrated leadership, and conscientious stewardship support of our Christian 
schools. In the doing of which, we shall command the respect, merit the 
admiration, and secure the patronage and financial support of our great 
Baptist Constituency; and give to the homes of the modern world Christian 
parents, to the ever-changing social order the eternal, unchangeable and 
unchanging dynamics of Christian leadership, and to education, both slate 
and sectarian, a demonstration of the truths, by both precept and example, 
of Christ-in-education. 

And, in particular, in order to most effectively secure this standard 
of applied Christian education, we would recommend that this association 
go on record as forming, as early as possible, plans for gloriously com- 
pleting the epoch-making launching of the Centennial Campaign, and urge 
our churches and individual members of prayerfully make every effort pos- 
sible to pay their Centennial pledges at the very earliest possible moment, 
so that North Carolina’s sons and daughters shall be prepared for glorious 
leadership in the coming Kingdom of God in moral and spiritual conquest 
of the world tomorrow.

On motion the time of the next subject was moved up 10 minutes. The 
report on Boiling Springs Junior College was read by J. H. Quinn. Pending 
adoption Bro. Quinn spoke of the present financial status of the institution 
as outlined in the report. The Dean of the School, J. D. Huggins, was call- 
ed on and spoke to the report, pledging his highest devotion and best efforts 
on behalf of the work, and outlining plans for promoting its welfare. Others 
spoke to the report, and the time for discussion was extended indefinitely. 
The plans outlined by Bro. Huggins were approved, and the report adopted 
as read. 

To the Kings Mountain, Sandy Run and Gaston Associations : — 

The trustees of Boiling Springs Junior College herewith submit their re- 
port. This constitutes our second annual report as a junior college and the 
twenty-third report as a high school. The second year has been added to 
the curriculum so as to make a standard junior college, and full faith and 
credit is given to the students by all colleges and universities for the work 
completed at Boiling Springs Junior College. The work of the students is 
also recognized by the State Board of Education in certification of teachers 
for the public schools of the state. Notwithstanding the great financial de- 
pression in the country, your college opened its session for 1930-31 on Sep- 
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tember 2nd with the largest enrollment in its history, there being 97 register- 
ed in the junior college department and 106 in the high school department. 
Your college has met all the standard requirements as to physical equipment 
and faculty qualifications. Every department is headed by a teacher hold- 
ing a Master’s degree from a standard college, or its equivalent. Each and 
every teacher is capable, well qualified, consecrated Christian, and of out- 
standing ability. 

Dr. Zeno Wall has been elected president who unselfishly serves in this 
capacity without pay. Prof. J. D. Huggins is dean of the college and prin- 
cipal of the high school. Prof. O. P. Hamrick is bursar, and Miss Etta Cur- 
tiss is dean of women, and Mrs. Lillian M. Ritch is dietitian. 

• Arrangements have been made to lease certain equipment, class rooms 
and to teach certain high school subjects, to the County Board of Education 
of Cleveland County for the ensuing year. 

Your board of trustees has caused an audit to be made and a financial 
statement to be prepared of its affairs, which report is not yet in hand, but 
the financial condition as reflected by the bursar’s account is as follows:

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Constitution of The King’s Mountain 

• « 

Baptist Association 


We, the united Baptist churches of Jesus Christ, located partly in the 
states of North Carolina and South Carolina, having all been immersed 
upon a profession of our faith in Christ, propose to maintain the order and 
rules of an Association according to the following plan: 

Article 1st. This Association shall be known by the name of the King’s 
Mountain Baptist Association. 

2nd. This Association shall be composed of such members as shall be 
chosen and recommended by the churches in union. 

3rd. Other churches may become members of this Association by their 
delegates presenting certificates of their appointment, provided on exami- 
nation they be found orthodox. 

4th. The Association shall organize by electing a Moderator and Clerk, 
who shall hold their appointments until another election, unless displaced 
by the body. 

5th. This Association, as an act of Christian -courtesy, may invite min- 
isters of our denomination to seats with us in council. 

6th. This Association, when convened, . shall be governed by a regular 
and proper decorum, which they are authorized to form for themselves. 

7th. This Association hath an inalienable right to judge what churches 
shall be admitted into its confederacy. 

8th. The Association thus formed shall be regarded by us only in the 
light of an advisory -council, with no coercive power “to lord it over God's 
heritage." 

9th. This Association shall have power to withdraw from any church 
in its connection that shall hold corrupt doctrines or indulge in sinful or 
vicious practices. 

10th. Every church in union having a membership not exceeding fifty 
in number, shall be entitled to representation of two delegates, and one 
additional delegate for every increase of fifty over that number. 

11th. The primary object of this Association shall be “to strive for the 
unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace" amongst the churches, the em- 
ployment of domestic missionaries, and to keep up the statistical accounts 
of the churches, in its connection, and finally, to concentrate our efforts for 
the Redeemer’s kingdon on earth, and for the deposition of the works of 
darkness. 

12th. None but the members of this body shall be allowed a vote in its 
councils, and a majority shall decide in disposing of and setting all busi- 
ness that may constitutionally come before them. 

13th. This Association in all cases disclaim the right, in its associate 
capacity, to settle church difficulties, but when a division occurs and two 
parties equally claim to be the church, and represent themselves by letter 
and delegates, this Association shall have the right to decide at the first or 
some future meeting of its body thereafter, which party shall be recognized 
as the constitutional church, and entitled to a seat in council. 

14th. The Minutes of the Association shall be read each day and cor- 
rected, if need be, by the body, and when the business shall be gone through 
with, signed by the Moderator and Clerk before the Association rises. 

15th. Any article of this Constitution may be altered or amended at 
any annual meeting, by a majority of two-thirds of the delegates present 
voting for the same. 


RULES OF DECORUM 

1. The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

2. The Moderator shall be deemed a judge of order, and shall have a 
right to call to order at any time; also it shall be his duty to see that the 
Rules of Order are attended to; take the opinion of the Association on all 
questions properly brought before the body. 
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3. Any member not being satisfied with his decision on any point of 
order, may appeal to the Association on the same day the decision is made, 
but at no other time. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a regular record of the 
transactions of the Association. 

5. But one person shall speak at a time, and he shall rise to his feet 
and obtain leave of the Moderator, and when he has done, speaking he shall 
sit down, and shall not speak more than twice on the same question, no more 
than twenty minutes at a time, unless he obtain permission of the Associa- 
tion. 

6. The Moderator, when addressed for leave of speech, shall signify 
the same by naming of them, or otherwise. 

7. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he depart 
from the subject on hand, or use words of personal reflection, or with a 
view of calling to order for some particular purpose. Any motion made 
and seconded, shall come under the consideration of the Association, except 
withdrawn by him who made it. 

8. Every case taken up by the Association shall be decided first, before 
another is offered. 

9. When anything is taken up by the- Association, after allowing time 
for the debate, the Moderator shall put the question; and those in favor of 
the thing proposed shall rise to their feet, and those opposed to it, keep 
their seats: the Moderator shall procure the decision before those standing 
take their seats. 

10. No person being a member shall depart the service of the Associa- 
tion without leave. 

11. The appellation of “Brother” shall be used in our addresses to 
each o th e r 

12. The names of the members shall be called as often as necessary. 

13. No member shall be indulged in any practice that has a tendency 
to interrupt in the time of public speech, or any other practice that would 
dishonor the Association. 

14. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speech as 
any other member, provided he appoints some other member to his seat 
while he is speaking, but shall not vote unless the Association be equally 
divided, then he shall give the casting vote. 

15. Any person breaking these rules of order shall be reproved at the 
discretion of the Association, but only on the day the breach was made.
